I t i s ordered by the Commission that N.R.W.R. 113, Seotion 2, 
Highway Nos. 66 and 79, Archer County, be cancelled. This project has 
been recommended f o r the Federal Aid ̂ rade Crossing Program (1938-1939) 
and i t s cancellation w i l l make funds available for setting up another 
N.R.W.R. project, where present conditions indicate a po s s i b l i t y of the 
Works Progress Administration's being able to furnish s u f f i c i e n t r e l i e f 
labor. 

In Bell and McLennan Counties, i n accordance with Minute No. 
13241 passed on January 18, 1937, i t i s hereby ordered that a project

The Commissioners' Courts of Comanche and Eastland Counties hav­
ing agreed hy o f f i c i a l order of the Commissioners' Courts to furnish not 
less than 100' right-of-way on State Highway Ho. 81 from De Leon via 
Desdemona to a connection with State Highway No. 1 at or near the i n t e r ­
section of Highways ^o. 1 and No. 89 on location approved by the State 
Highway Engineer, i t i s ordered that the State Highway Engineer proceed 
with location surveys and preparation of right-of-way data and that 
right-of-way deeds bo delivered to the Counties. This action i s taken 
with the understanding that the Counties are anxious to proceed with the 
securing of required right-of-way, and with the further understanding 
that there are no State funds available f o r construction w i t h i n the near 
future, and the acquisition of required right-of-way does not obligate 
the Department to undertake early construction. 

In Ector County, on Highway No. 158, N.R.W.R. 30, Section 3, i t 
appears that, unless Stato funds are made available, the caliche base 
course, estimated to cost $37,434.00, extending from Midland County l i n e 
to intersection with Stato Highway No. 51, cannot be completed. 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that #3,000.00 State 
funds be appropriated to supplement W.P.A. and P.W.A. funds.

In Freestone County, an increased appropriation of $800.00 i s 
hereby made for the completion of roadside improvement work on FAP 453-B, 
Reopened, Unit I I I , Control 206-6-5, Highway ^o.

I t I s , therefore , ordered by the Oommlsslon tha t t h i s pro jec t , 
H.R.W.R. 55, Section 4, Rnlt 11, bo Included I n the H.R.W.R. Program 
and that $17,000.00 State funds be appropriated to supplement P.W .̂A. and 
W.P.A. funds f o r the construction of th i s proposed work, estimated to 
cost approximately $00,500.00.

of time being considered necessary f o r the proper completion of the 
project Including painting and adjusting of f i n a l details and to allow 
for some extension of time due the contractor due to possible bad 
weather conditions and unforeseen contingencies.

Whereas, i t has been found advisable to make a li n e change through 
t h i s property and i n so doing, t h i s land i s no longer needed fo r r i g h t -
of-way purposes; and 

Whereas, tho above parties are agreeable to executing a new 
deed, conveying to the State the necessary right-of-way on new location 
without cost to the State; and 

Whereas, the consideration i n o r i g i n a l deed was Two Hundred 
F i f t y ($250.00) Dollars paid by Jefferson County. 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested t o execute a deed conveying back to the above named parties, 
f o r the consideration of Two Hundred F i f t y ($250.00) Dollars, which i s 
to bo paid to Jefferson County i n accordance with the Statutes. 

In Jefferson County, an increased appropriation of $2,127.08 i s 
hereby made for the completion of grading work on Control 306-3-6, 
Highway No. 87. The overrun i s due to underestimating quantity of drag­
line excavation required f o r construction through t h i s marshy section. 

A.F.E. 37-338 

In Kerr County, an increased appropriation of $3,937.35 i s 
hereby made f o r the completion of grading, structures, base course and 
asphalt surfacing on FAP 405 Reopened, Unit I I I , Control 142-5-10, High­
way No. 27. This overrun i s caused by necessary changes i n material 
sources and necessity f o r extra work not covered by the o r i g i n a l appro­
p r i a t i o n .

In Kimble County, i t i s ordered that Item 1, Division 7, of the 
1938 Regular Federal Aid Program be withdrawn and included i n the 1939 
Regular Federal Aid Program. This project consists of surfacing of 
Highway No. 27, extending from Junction to Johnson Fork, a distance of 
8.5 miles at a t o t a l estimated oost of #76,000. 

I t i s hereby further ordered that a project bo substituted i n 
the 1938 Regular federal Aid Program f o r the project withdrawn above 
consisting of a bridge and approaches on Highway No. 27 at Copperas 
Creek, approximately 16 miles west of dunction, at a t o t a l estimated 
cost of #90,000, 50/& to be Federal funds, and the State Highway Engineer 
i s directed to submit a request to the U, S. Bureau of Public Roads 
providing f o r these project adjustments. 

I t i s ordered by the Commission that, e f f e c t i v e . a t once or as 
soon as the necessary changes can ho made, Lampasas County be made a 
part of the Brownwood Division, No. 23. 

In Lavaca and Wharton Counties, i t i s ordered by tho Commission 
that the State Highway System as approved on March 19, 1930, and sub­
sequently modified, be further modified so that the description of State 
Highway No. 200 and Ho. 253 shall be as follows:

In McLennan County, on Highway No. 7 from the Coryell County 
l i n e to a point 8 miles west of Waco, i t i s hereby ordered that Minute 
#13577 passed on A p r i l 7, 1937 providing f o r an experimental section of 
concrete pavement be hereby rescinded.

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In McLennan County, tho movement having been Inaugurated to 
construct a suitable and appropriate landscape project, extending through 
said county on State Highway No. 2, using Crepe Myrtle as tho p r i n c i p a l 
Item of planting, and I t appearing that McLennan County Is ready to 
comply with the Commission's requirements regarding tho removal of ad­
v e r t i s i n g signs and the protection of adjoining property against thorn, 
and In order to provide further Incentive and encouragement to these 
people, tho Commission orders as follows; 

F i r s t , that we w i l l he glad to have prepared tentative designs 
for planting on highway No. 2, with C^epe Myrtle as the leading Item, 
such tentative plans to he drawn hy the Landscape Department and sub­
mitted to c i v i c organizations, interested i n t h i s plan for McLennan 
County, f o r review. 

Second, that upon an agreement hetween the Department and Mc­
Lennan County, either o f f i c i a l l y or through l t ^ c i v i c bodies, and tho 
actual consummation of contracts and agreements r e l a t i v e to outdoor ad­
ve r t i s i n g , tho Department w i l l submit to the bureau of Public Poads a 
project extending through McLennan County as above outlined, same to be 
requested of the bureau of Public Poads under the plan by which a por­
t i o n of a l l Federal Aid funds go for work of t h i s character. 

Third, should I t bo found more desirable. Instead of submitting 
t h i s project on State highway No. 2 e n t i r e l y through McLennan County, 
to substitute a section I n Pell County from Temple north to the McLennan 
County l i n o , exclusive of tho project already authorized, and also the 
short section through Falls County, I n l i e u of State highway ho. 2 north 
of Waco, t h i s order w i l l be understood to approve such change I f found 
mutually desirable, Open the passage of t h i s order, the State highway 
Engineer i s directed to contact the organizations i n McLennan County 
with reference to same. In order that tho project maybe f i n a l l y set 
up as soon as possible. 

I n Orange County, an Increased appropriation of $710.00 i s here­
by made f o r the completion of grading work on Control 500-2-2, highway 
No. 07, The overrun i s due to underestimating quantity of dragline 
excavation required for construction through t h i s marshy section. 

A.F.E. 557-540, 

i n Palo Pinto County, the attention of the Commission having 
been called to a contract made on duly 5, 1054, by and between tho State 
highway Department and the Lone Star Cas Company, whereby the Department 
changed the location of highway No. 105 I n order to prevent I t passing 
through the Cordon Oasollne Plant property, said change being made upon 
allegations of tho Lone Star Oas Company t h a t said i n s t a l l a t i o n would 
be one t h a t would bo dangerous to the t r a v e l i n g public. 

Attention of the Commission is called to the fact that the Lone 
Star Oas Company has expended approximately ^0,000.00 to make t h i s change 
and tho further fact t h a t testimony of competent witnesses Indicates 
that said I n s t a l l a t i o n would have been hazardous t o the public, said 
vlewhavlng been generally agreed to as evidenced by the Washington 
Office of the Puroau of Public Poads on November 4, 1956. 

i t I s further noted by the Commission th a t tho dlfferonce i n 
construction cost between the o r i g i n a l l i n o and the f i n a l l i n o was 
$2,099.74. I t Is the opinion of tho Commission that since evidence Is 
at hand that the road as b u i l t Is a hotter and safer route and that 
tho additional construction cost was $^,099.74, that such amount be 
borne by the State and th a t tho contribution of tho Lone Star Oas Oom­
pany to tho change shall be the amounts which they have already paid 
out for right-of-way, Contractor's delay, etc., and that t h i s matter may 
be closed out when the State H^^way Engineer has n o t i f i e d the Lone 
Star Oas Company and secured t h e i r approval to t h i s order as f i n a l l y 
closing tho contention. 

In Peeves County, I t Is hereby ordered that item 5, Division 0, 
of tho approved 1957 Peguiar Federal Aid Program providing f o r land­
scaping of highways ^o. 17 and No. 190 between Toyahvale and point 5 
miles northeast of Palmorhoa at an estimated t o t a l cost of $16,000.00 
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be withdrawn from the program, as i t now appears tha t expensive roadway 
work fo r which funds are not available w i l l be necessary p r i o r to land­
scaping, and the State Highway Engineer i s directed to submit a request 
to the U. S. H u r e a u 0 f Public Roads providing f o r th i s program w i t h ­
drawal. 

WHEREAS, cer ta in r ight -of -way was secured f rata S. S. Laird and 
w i f e , Maude La i rd , f o r the construction of State Highway No. 26 i n Rusk 
County; and 

WHEREAS, said r ight -of -way consists of 2.90 acres of which 0.17 
acre l i e s outside the regular 120 foo t r ight -of-way and was used as a 
borrow p i t ; and 

WHEREAS, the Highway Department has no f u r t h e r use of the 0.17 
acre borrow p i t ; 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed, conveying th i s 0.17 acre borrow p i t back 
to S. S. Laird and. w i f e , Maude La i rd . 

I n Shelby County, an increased appropriation of $1,050.00 i s 
hereby made fo r the completion of grading work on FAP 224 Reopened, 
Unit I I , Control 175-2-14, Highway Ro. 35. This overrun i s caused by 
increased quanti ty of common borrow, due p r i n c i p a l l y to inadequate allow­
ance f o r shrinkage. 

A.F.E. 37-341 

In Shelby County, i t i s hereby ordered that the State Highway 
Engineer proceed with the construction of grading and pavement on a 
section of Highway No. 35 extending from the north c i t y l i m i t s into the 
City of Timpson, a distance of 0.313 miles, and the State Highway En­
gineer i s hereby authorized t o advertise f o r bids f o r t h i s construction 
i n conjunction with the work to be undertaken on the 1930 Regular 
Federal ^ i d Program Projects Numbered FAP 280 Reop., Unit IV and 201-B 
Reop., Unit I I I on Highway No. 35 extending from a point 1.70 mile south 
of Timpson to a point 0.297 miles north of Garrison. 

In Starr County, Highway No. 4, i t i s recommended th a t shoulders 
be widened and ditches be f i l l e d between -^io Grande City and Roma, a dis­
tance of 13 miles, at an estimated cost of #31,651.00. Since P.W.A, 
funds fo r N.R.W.R. projects are a l l under approval or agreement, t h i s 
work cannot be undertaken at t h i s time, unless State funds are made 
available to sponsor the project. 

Tt i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that $0,320.00 
State funds be appropriated to supplement Works rrogress Administration 
and Public Works Administration funds, i t being understood that P.W.A. 
funds, as they accrue, be applied to thi s project not to exceed 50% of 
the material and labor cost. 

A.F.E. 37-342 

In Tjtus County, on Highway No. 1, i t i s ordered that bids be 
requested f o r the construction of surfacing on the connection to the 
business d i s t r i c t of Mt. Pleasant, approximately 1.4 miles i n length, i n 
conjunction with the bids for the surfacing on Highway No. 1 from the 
Franklin County l i n e to Mt. Pleasant. 

Travis County having agreed to secure the required right-of-way 
on Highway No. 2, from Austin North ^ i t y Limits to Walnut Creek on 
location approved, by the State Highway Engineer, Travis County i s hereby 
requested to secure by purchase or condemnation the required right-of-way 
on Highway No. 2 from Austin North City Limits to Walnut Creek, on 
location approved by the State Highway Engineer, and the State Highway 
Engineer i s hereby ordered to furnish to Travis County the necessary 
" f i e l d notes and maps. 
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I t i s ordered by tbo Commission tbat Wheeler and Donley Counties 
to placed i n Division No. 25, witb headquarters at Childress, t b i s being 
done i n order tbat tbe mileages of highways between Division 25 and 
Division i at Amarillo may be more neariy uniform, i t having been found 
that these counties oan bo bandied from Chiidress as roadiiy as from 
Amarillo. 

i n Wichita County, i t i s ordered t h a t a State highway be desig­
nated from a connection with highway No. 5, west of Wichita Palls, south 
to an intersection with highway No. 50 on iOth Street and Beverly Drive. 
This designation is made on condition t h a t Wichita County agrees to f u r ­
nish suoh additional right-of-way as may bo required. 

i t i s ordered that t h i s highway be taken over f o r maintenance 
and an appropriation f o r Six hundred (̂ COO.OO) Dollars i s hereby made 
for maintenance for tho f i s c a l year September 1, 1057 to August 51, 195S.

The agreement quoted belowhas been signed by the State highway 
Commissions of Texas and Oklahoma, and i s hereby made a part of tho Of­
f i c i a l Minutes of the State highway commissions 

"By agreement, a party of Oklahoma highway O f f i c i a l s and Texas 
highway O f f i c i a l s met at tho Pod River hridge between Oklaunion, Texas, 
and Davidson, O^i^hom^, at 11:00 a.m., on dune 20, 1057. After an oxamiD 
nation of tho crossing, parties held a j o i n t meeting at the puhlic schooi 
building i n D^^dson, Oklahoma." 

" O f f i c i a l s present were Chairman W. E. Orisso of the Oklahoma 
highway Commission and Mr. dohn E. Coffey,^ Member; Mr. ^an T. Moon,State 
highway engineer, Mr. homer ^. White, State Bridge Engineer. Tho Okla­
homa Commissionmembers present held proxies from tho absent members of 
the Commission, Mr. Commons and Mr. Arnold. The Texas highway O f f i c i a l s 
included Robert bee Bobbitt, Chairman, dohn Wood and harry hines. Mem­
bers of the highway Commission, Oibb C i l c h r i s t , State highway Engineer, 
DeWitt C. Oreer, Chief Engineer Designs and Construction, Herbert El-
dridge, Bridge Engineer, E. C. Woodward, Division Engineer. 

"These two commissions had under discussion the proposed con­
struction of two bridges across Ped River, one to be between Oklaunion, 
Texas, and Davidson, Oklahoma, on highway No. 2S Texas and highway No. 
I i Oklahoma, and construction of a bridge on a route between Wichita 
Palls, Tox^s, v i a Petrolia, Chay County, Texas, and Waurika, Oklahoma. 
The discussion centered about those two proposals and tho problem was 
whether one or both of said bridges should bo constructed, and when the 
construction would proceed. 

"After discussion by o f f i c i a l s and engineers of the two Com­
missions, i t was decided that Texas and Oklahoma would enter into a 
j o i n t agreement, providing f o r the construction of both bridges, and 
tho follow^re^rosents the essential points of said agreement, which was 
voted unanimously hy the Commissions of the two states assembled at 
Davidson, Oklahoma. 

" P i r s t , t h a t both states would submit, on t h e i r 1059 Regular 
Pederal Aid Program, tho construction of a bridge between Oklaunion, 
Texas, and Davidson, Oklahoma, and also construction of a bridge between 
Petrolia, Texas, and Waurika, Ohiahoma; preliminary estimates indicating 
that the probable cost of each crossing would not exceed ^500,000.00, 
which would mean for each state an approximate apportionment of 
^125,000.00 state funds and ^125,OOO.OOPedoral A i d f o r each of the two 
structures. 

"Second, i t was agreed that construction of these bridges would 
he i n accordance with tho laws of the states or precedents already es­
tablished, namely, that the project would extend from high ground or 
normal construction i n one state across said r i v o r and bottom to high 
ground or normal construction i n the othor stato, as has been done here-
tofore, tho cost to be divided equally between tho two states as hereto­
fore. 
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"Third, i t was agreed and understood that the highway from 
ifichita Palls by way of Petrolia, Texas, to Waurika, Oklahoma, was not 

II at t h i s time on the Pederal Md System, but that the two commissions 
:would submit t h i s mileage at an early date f o r approval of the Bureau of 
I Public Roads, to make the Petrolia-Waurika project available f o r Federal 
;i Aid. 

"Fourth, i t was agreed that the surveys and plans were to pro­
ceed on either structure, i n order that contract f o r the project between 
Oklaunion and Davidson might be l e t at the January, 1938, meeting of the 
Texas and Oklahoma Commissions, and that the contract f o r the Petrolia-
Waurika Bridge was to be l e t not l a t e r than September, 1938. 

" F i f t h , i t was explained and understood that, while Texas ex­
pected to use 1939 Federal Aid on the Oklaunion Bridge, they would agree 
to the award of the contract i n January and make arrangements for carry­
ing the Texas share of the estimates u n t i l the Federal funds become 
available on July 1, 1938. 

"Sixth, i t was further agreed that Oklahoma might elect to use 
Federal Aid funds of an e a r l i e r year, which would be at t h e i r option, 
but both structures are to be b u i l t with funds already apportioned, not 
to be l a t e r than the 1939 Regular FederalAid Program for tho second of 
the two bridges, which i s between Petrolia and Waurika. 

"Seventh, the engineers of the two states are to arrange f o r sur­
veys and plans, and are to divide the work between them as has been done 
i n the past, to t h e i r mutual sa t i s f a c t i o n . 

"This memorandum agreement, when and i f approved by the Highway 
Commissions of the two states involved, shall be recorded i n the minutes 
of each commission and become a part of the o f f i c i a l records." 

The appointment of Hal M. Bourland as S t a t i s t i c i a n i n the Admin­
i s t r a t i v e Division, e f f e c t i v e September 1, 1937, at a salary of $250.00 
per month, i s hereby confirmed. This salary i s to be charged to the 
Divisions since the work to be performed w i l l be applicable and benefi­
c i a l to a l l Divisions.

$9,800.00 be made to pay that part of the salaries and expenses of the 
Landscape Division for the f i s c a l year ending August 31, 1938, that i s 
not d i r e c t l y distributable to projects, t h i s amount to be distr i b u t e d 
to Divisions.

WHEREAS, a l l agencies are interested i n the subject of reducing 
accidents along the highways; and 

WHEREAS, the Highway Department has been frequently petitioned 
to establish more effective controls such as e l e c t r i c flashers and 
el e c t r i c stop l i g h t s on the highways; and 

WHEREAS, before now i t has been contrary to policy to either 
erect or participate i n the cost of such signals; and 

WHEREAS, public emergency now demands that consideration be given 
to this added protection to t r a f f i c , and that the former policy be modi­
f i e d to permit tho use of such equipment at unusually dangerous points 
on the highways. 

I t i s , THEREFORE, ordered as follows: 

F i r s t , that the Highway Engineer be authorized to i n s t a l l and 
operate signal l i g h t s at highway intersections outside tho corporate 
l i m i t s of c i t i e s where a survey shall have boon made and i t shall have 
been found that there i s need and j u s t i f i c a t i o n for such equipment. 

Second, that the Highway Engineer be authorized to i n s t a l l and 
operate signal l i g h t s at tho intersection of State highways with prominen 
county roads outside tho corporate l i m i t s of c i t i e s where a survey shall 
have been made and need f o r such equipment established. 

Third, tho Highway Engineer shall be authorized to i n s t a l l signal 
l i g h t s at highway crossings with prominent streets inside the corporate 
l i m i t s of c i t i e s of less than 2500 population, conditioned that the 
municipality i n which such signal device may be i n s t a l l e d w i l l pay f o r 
the cost of the power and operation. 

Fourth, that a l l other requests for the i n s t a l l a t i o n of t r a f f i c 
signals on highways not i n accordance with the above conditions and 
which may be considered desirable and representing unusual conditions 
w i l l be acted upon separately and with special Commission approval only.
